The 
statistics are interesting ‘because they 
show the three sides of county lib- 
rary work. The first division, office 
records shows the number of re- 
quests received, number of books 
sent and returned, number of ship- 
ments from the office and the num- 
ber of volumes now out. The sec- 
ond, Accession Records shows the 
number of books that have been 
bought, processed and accessioned 
and cataloged im each of the three 
colléctions, branches, schools and 
supplementary readers. The third 
division, Circulation Records, shows 
the circulation from all the branches 
and deposits in figtion, non-fiction 
and periodicals. No circulation 
statistics are taken from the schools 
as many of the books are used in 
the classroom for supplementary 
reading. There are now 59 places 
receiving books, 12 branches, 18 de- 
posits, 27 schools and two high 
schools. Each of these places has a 
separate account in the county lib- 
rary office, entirely kept on cards.
